Tliompson, I.C.S., l)eing responsil)le for the collection of many from Dellii, Avliilethe 
Honorary Secretciry took adAmntage of a visit to llajputana to collect many objects 
from natAc states. Two hundred and fifty (\xhil)it> wen^ lent l)y th(' D<dhi Mus(aim 
of Arclneology, while the Lahore Museum, the local Government of the Punjab and 
many private OAvnersalso coTitributed to the collection.

PliErACE. 


Two thousand one hundred and ninety-six people visited the Museum, ju’oceeds 
from entrance fees, etc., amounting to El,4.48-2, while E371 were realised from 
the sale of catalogues. The actual expenses were not so much as anticij)ated, 
and only amounted to E3,337-l-10. Their Imperial Majesties the King and Queeu 
visited the Exhibition with their suite on the afternoon of the Royal Garden Party 
of December 12th, 1911, and examined the collection, being received by Sir Louis 
Dane, the Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjab. 

The Museum closed at the end of March 1912, and, it being considered that 
some more ^icrmanent record of the collection, many of the articles of Avhich might 
noA'er again Ije seen by the public, was necessary, this volume has consequently been 
prepared. 

A catalogue of the Exhibition was prepared by Mr. J. P. Thompson, I.C.S., who 
Avas jhaced on special duty in this connection by the Punjab Government, and the 
notes accompanying the Plates hereafter are taken therefrom. The numbers, given 
Avith each exhibit, are those of the Exhilhtion catalogue, a fcAv unsold copies of 
which may still be obtained from the Honorary Secretary. 

Especial thanks arc due to Khau Bahadur Mir Nasir Ali Khan, and KhAA aja 
Mahmud Husain of Delhi for their assistance in cataloguing the exhibits, AA'hile 
Mauh’i Shuaih of the Archaeological Department has been resj)onsihlc for the trans- 
cription of the fcirmuns and the inscriptions on the arms and j)ictures.

The pdvjnh^ or outspr<‘ad liand, Is sometimes said to re[)resent the hand of All, wliieh Timur is 
recorded to have liad carried hefore him, as a saert^d relic, hut the outs})read hand was iisod hv the 
Komans lonu hefore tlu* time of Muhammad. 

The ensign of the jlA:e// or halanee had rcderenee to the scales of justiei*. 

The azlidiiJuf-jtail'or (dragon-face), like the puujalt^ is said to originate with Timur, who was 
present(‘d wuth some drag’on-idols in India, hut the Ihunans too liad a drauon-standard, borrowed 
from the Parthians, which was ‘‘the image of a large dragon fixed upon a lance, with o'aj)ing jaws 
of silver, and wuth the rest of its body formed of coloured silk. AVhen the w ind blew' dowTi tlie o]>en 
jaws, the body was inflated/^ 

This descri[)tioii of the or dragon-standard of tlie Komans is eiirlouslv like Thorn s 

des<-ription of tlie fish standard or unih^ eonferred on Lord Lake hv Sludi Alam in 1^*M, wliieli 
reprosented '‘a fish with a liead of gilt eopper and the body and tail formed of silk, fixed to a lonu 
staff and earried on an elephant." The [similarity suggests that the iihllti w'as in origin mend\- 
a variation of the dragon. But the nfaln or fish was sometimes made of brass or gilded co])]»er 
tlirougliout. Its signifieanee is not eptite elenr, but it possibly re]>rcsented the fish on wlueli the 
world, a<‘eording to the Persian mvth<»logy, rests. Tins w’orld'sup])orting fish appears in ])ietnre 
C. lie, Plate XXX IX a.

Many of the pictures are of much later date than the persons they represent^ but in 
the great majority of eases such pictures reproduce earlier portraits. ^lost of them bear inscriptions 
giving the name of the subject^ but these cannot always be relied on. Mliere there are no inscrip- 
tions^ and the identity of the subject cannot be established ])y comparison with other portraits^ the 
only warrant for the descriptions given is^ as a rule^ the belief of the owner^ which in some instances^ 
no doubt^ rests on family tradition. The study of Indian pictorial art is still in its infancr^ and the 
dating of pictures is rendered extremely dithcult by the fre.juency and accuracy with which old 
pictures are repro^duced. With regard to portraits of royal ladies, Manucci gives a warning: ‘“'If 
anyone has produced such portraits, they should not be accepted, being only likenesses of concubines 
and dancing girls, etc., which have been drawn according to the artist's faiicy.^^

Timur is better known to Euro})ean writers as Tamerlane^ which is a C( irruption r>f Thinir-i-hitxj 
(Timur the lame') . Born at Kesh near Samarkand in l-ldO A.D. His father was tlie head of the Turk! 
tribe of Barlas. In loTCb after ten years of fii;htinc‘^ Timur established himself as an lnde])endent 
sovereign at Samarkand. He established himself at Samarkand and thence con(|uered or overran 
Persia^ ^fesopotamia^ Armenia^ and Kurdistaiy as well as a laro-e part of AVestern Turkestan. In 
I3bS^ he descended on India and sacked Helhi^ then ruled over by Alahmud. the last of the Tuu'hku| 
kin^*s. In 14-02^ he overthrew the Turkish Sultan Bayazid iBajazeth whom he is said to have carried 
about in an iron cage. After the Greek Emperor and the Sultan of Euy^it liad acknowleduvd In’s 
supremacy^ he returned to Samarkand. He died in 14-0.5, when on the ])oint of invading* Ehina, and 
was buried at Samarkand. He was the ancestor of tlie AlriLihul Enijierors of Helhi 1520 — 1S57 
A.I).). Doubt has been thrown on the genuineiiess of tlie mcnioirs which pass under hi^r. name.

Son of Hnmayun and a lady of KhiTrasani di‘scent, whom Hniuavun married shortlv after his 
exphision by Sher Shah Siir in 1.5 K.i A.D. Born at Aiuarkot in the Sind de^ert in 0<*tober 1512. 
After Ilumayun s restoratioiy he w'as sent to the Punjab w 1th Bairam Khan against Sikandar Sur^ and 
it was while he was there that new's w'as received of the death of llumavun. He ascended the throiu^ 
at the age of thirteen^ in loob^ with Bairam Khan as Regumt. The last hope of the Surs vanished 
in Xovendjer of tliat year w ith the defeat and death of Himu at Panipat. The Aloghuls owvhI their 
lestoiation to Baiiam Khan, but lie conducted himself w ith such haughtiness and severitv that in 
1500 Akbar determined t<> ^Glrop the pil()t.^^ He wais only seventeen and a half wdien he took tht‘ 
go\einment into his hands. The task before him w'us a heavy one. He could hardlv count on the 
loyalty even of his own followers. The non-AIoghul Aluhammadan chiefs throughout the countrv 
were against him^ and his title wais not acknowledged except in the Punjaly and the country round 
Delhi and Agra. I ntil 150)7, he wais jirincipally occupied in reducing his (osn officers to obedience. 
He then turned his attention to Rajputana, and captured Chitor in 15(;8. From there he ^lassed on 
to the annexation of Gujarat in 1572. The eoiupiest of Bengal in 1575 i>hinged him in difficulties 
with the Afghans of that country, wkich Avere not settled till 151J2. Kashmir submitted in 1587 
Sind in 1501^ and Kandahar in l.jOh His troops suffered a serious reseix^e in the cam])aign against 
the AJusufzais in 1580, Avhen Raja Bir Bal (see C. 00, Plate XLYII c) w*as killed, and it "took him 
thiideen years, from 15^7 to lOOIl, to suppress the fanatical Roshaniyas in the hills to the south of 
Peshawar, but it may be said that hy 1504, whiidi marks the beginning of his Deccan camiiaioms he 
had established his poAver north of the Xarbada. The year 1594 Avas made memorable by^the 
gallant defence of Ahmadnagar by Clumd BibI, who purchased peace by the cession of Berfir' The 
Avar broke out again, and in the second siege of Ahmadnagar in lOOii she was murdered by her owm

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followers, and the city i?trirmed. Khaiule^h was annexed aljout the same time^ and jieace made with 
the kings of Golconda and Eijapiir^ who had est)oused the cause of Ahmadnagar. The deeliniiiM- 
years of Akhar were clouded hy the revolt of Prince Salim ( Jaliaiiuar) (see C. 11*2, Plate XLKo in 
1600^ the murder of Ahul Fazl (see C. li>2^ Plate XLII//! at Ills instigation in 10i>2^ and the deatli 
of Prince Danyal early in KWlo. Ills own end came in the autumn of that year. 

According to western ideas^ he was heyond compare the moj^t enlightened of the Moghul 
emperors. Prom the first he set his face against bigotry and intolerain'e^ and tried to conciliate all 
classes of his subjects. He rejected Islfim^ and promulgated the Din-l-Ilahi, the divine Faith. lie 
adopted and extended the land-revenue system of Slier Shah. Among his buildings mav be men- 
iioned the Fort at Agra and Fathpur Sikri. In the Ain-i-Alchd rl of Al)ul Fazl we have a faith- 
ful record of his administrati<-»u^ court ceremonies^ etc. He Avas a man of abounding physical 
strength and energy^ and loved hunting. AVith all his greatness^ his son tells us that he could neither 
read nor write. Ills reign was almost exactly contemporaneous wuth that of Queen Elizabeth {15o6- 
lOOd) and he was born in the same year as Marv^ Queen of Scots. 

This picture is pro])aljly a most excellent and characteristic likeness of Akbar. The costume is 
flowu^rcd gold^ and the sash richly jew elled. He is wearing a pearl necklace and bracelets^ wTiile the 
gold turban is also bound with a pearl circlet. He carries a jewel in his right hand^ and his left hand 
rests on the hilt of a rich jew elled ^w'ord in a green sheath. He w'ears a blue-sheathed and jewelled 
Icatdr 'cf. A. 5, Plate V h\ in hi s sa^h.

C. 30. JAIIAXGIK, Moghul Emperor 1C05— 10-27 A.D. (also see C. 11-2, C. 11(\ Plates XLIi^ 
and h C. 501^ Plate XXX^ and C. o0">, Plate XXX^ with a liawk. 

Son of Akbar (see C. ST, Plate XXX^l and a Jaipur Prinress, who received the title of 
^far^uiti-uz-zauiu fii. Bom LjOO, and named Salim, after Shaikh Salim Chishtk as Akbar liolieved 
that it was to the prayers of that saint that he owed the blessing of a son. lie gave his father a 
good deal of trouble, and in 1000 made a half-hearted attempt at independence. In ]()<)'2, lie 
procured the assassination of Abul Fazd ^C. 102^ Plate XLII^/), an event Avhieli affected tlie Empemr 
very deeply. In 1600, he ascended the throne, and in lOll married Xur Jahan. Died in 1627 and 
is buried at Shahdara near Lahore. Like Bfibar, he left diemoirs. Sir Thomas Roe^ udio visited his 
court as ambassador of James I of England, remained in India for three and a lialf vtars ilOJO— 
lOlS), and has left a very interesting account of what he saw. English contemporarv — ^ James I 
(1566 — 1625) .

The first IVloghul Emperor of Delhi (1526 — 1530 A.D.i, Burn in 1 the fifth in descent from 
Amir Timur, he succeeded his father as king of Farghana at the age of 12. Two vears later he 
seized Samarkand, only to lose both it and his own kingdom. Fought with varving success for manv 
years, but ultimately liad to abandon everything north of the Hindu Kush, lie had seiz('d the 
kingdom of Kabul in 1501, and it was from there that he launched his attacks on India. Ilis fn>t 
invasion took place in 1510, and in 1526 he defeated the Pathan SultTin of Delhi, Ibrahim Lodi, at 
Panipat. In 1527 he overthrew the Eajput confederacy under Efina Saiiga of Chitor at Klianua 
near Bharatpur. Died at Agra and was buried at Kabul, llis memoirs, uhi<li have been translated

On the otfi^r side, liegiuning from the 
top, are Kaja Han Singli of Amber t^uitli gold tur])an), Khan-i-Azam (in brown), avIio is buried in 
the Chausatli Khambah near the slirine of Xizam-ud-din, Hir/a Ghiyas, the ^Minister, JahangiEs 
fathei -in-law ^C. 151, Plate XLIIIf/j, and the father of ISur Jahan, Shaik Farid, a well-known 
commander (in maroon), and ^Mirza Shah Kukh (in white with a sword), a brother-in-law of the 
Emperor. The man in red is Jahangir Quli Khan, Governor of Kengal. 

The jhat'ol^a (lit. 'Allowing place is found in all the palaces of the l)Ioghul Enq)erors. The 
Emperor used to a 2 >pear daily to his subjects from some jirominent part of the palace, which in 
consequence received this name. 

The picture is attributed to Kasawan, jiupil of Alid-us-Samad, one of the most famous painters 
of the period.

The arranoxmient of the buildings on the wall^ however^ does not tally with Jahangir^s Iniild- 
ings at Agra_, or for that matter Lahore^ but the picture is interesting* as sh(')wing the pierced screen 
that was usually placed on the outside walls of tlie ^Moghul palaces. To the left^ is a pavilion with 
the curved llengali type of roof. To the rights is a building* with golden colunmsand resembling 
some form of ‘"‘^Audience hall/'’ while below it three windows point to a series of underground 
chambers of wTiich there is such a well-known exam])lc at Agra. Jl/aruka^ in which the 

Em|ieror is appearing to the people gathered on the low ground below^ is gilt roofed. To the left 
three attendants are seen bearing a juhijah (see A. 2-11, 2 IS, Plate XII /// and two other insigiiia, 
w'rapped up in cloths. The names of those standing immediately under i\\^ jhardla are all given. 
Among the crowd in the foreground are noticed a Persian and an African negro. Attendants are 
keei>ing order, while musicians, vith horns and cymbals, are Ciuitributing to the ])iVM*eedings.

Three ang-els are liovernig above with erowii^ sworcl and umbrella^ emblems of sovereiu-ntv^ for 
the house of Timur^ who is seen seated at the top of the picture^ with a banner in one hand^ and a 
sword and bow (in case) in the other. Xext to him on the spectator's left is Aliran Shfih Hirza^ 
liis son^ who is in turn succeeded by his son^ and so on until we reach lla])ar >see C, Plate 
XXXIV^'jj the fifth in descent from Timur isee C. 76, Plate XXX^;). Above him is Ilumavun 
(see C. bd, Plate XXXIIIc) and above him (top ri;^'ht-hand ) Akbar i^see C. Ml, Plate 
XXXIIL7). 

In the centre is Jahangir (see C. 60, Plate XXXIY^^l who has just transtlxed tlie human 
head with an arrow, and is preparing to discharge another. An owl (a bird of ill oineni re^ts on 
the head. Two angels are offering Jahangir a sceptre and more arrows. The sce})tre shows the 
influence of the West, as it is not an Eastern emblem of royalty. 

Against the shaft of the spear, on which the head is lixed, is a musket. On tlie other side is 
a repetition of the device Avhich appears on a larger Si^ale on the reverse. Over it stoops a bird of 
pai’adise, a bird of happy omen. 

The Emperor stands on a globe, Avhich itself rests on tlie horns of a bull, wliich in turn stands 
on a lish. An inscription shows that this symbolizes the perfect balance of tlie affairs of the world 
in the time of Jahangir. 

Close to the Emperor'^s right foot is the golden (diain of bells, wb i(di he had erected in his 
palace for suppliants (see note on previous Plate ) . On it hang the scales of justice, which a])])ear 
again at the bottom of the picture, where the lion is Iving down Avith the lamb. 

On the rcA^erse the artist has constructed Ins picture round an impression of tlie S(*al of the 
Emperor. At the top is suspended tlie royal umbrella, on each side of which a bird of paradise 
hovers. PeloAV are the scales of justice, A\hile on either side are (Mullas janAung for his long life.

Lender .Jahangir, he was less successful, and the ])art he played in the intrigues for the succession 
did him little credit He difal in l02l), and was buried at Delhi, near the tomb of Humavun. lie 
was a man of culture like his fatlnu’, and translated the memoirs of Bfibar i]ito Persian. He yas 
famous for his magnificent generosity.

Born 1592. Son of Jahangir and Jodh Bai, In 1614 compelled Amr Singh, !MahaiTina of 
Mewar (UdaipiuL to sue for peace, and in 1021 subdued Malik Ambar, the Abyssinian, who had 
established himself on the ruins of the kingdom of Ahmadnagar. Goaded into rebellion by the 
intrigues of Nur Jaluin, he was driven from the Deccan to Bengal, and from there back again to 
the Deccan, where he submitted to his father in 1025. Ascended the throne in 1027. Exacted 
tribute from the kingdoms of Ahmadnagar, Bijapur and Golkonda, but Avas less successful in his 
campaigns on the north-west frontier. In 1057, his serious illness precipitated a conflict between 
his sons, which ended in the success of Aurang/eb, the removal of his brothers, and the deposition 
of Shah Jahan, who passed the remaining years of his life in captivity at Agra. He died in 1000, 
the year of the great fire of London. The most magnificent of all the Aloghul Emperors. Builder 
of the Taj Maliall at Agra, the present city of Delhi (called after him Shahjahanabad), with its fort 
and Jaml' IMasjid, and the tomb of Jahangir at Lahore. Buried in the Taj. European con- 
temporaries — Charles I (1000 — 1 6 19),01iver Cromwell (1599 — 105^) and Mazarin (1002 — 1601).

Born 1551 A. D. Son of Shaikh Mubarak, a man of vast learning and broad views, and brother of 
Faizi, the poet laureate, who introduced him to Akbar's court. Ak])ar found, in his learning and 
acuteness, a weapon uniquely adapted for breaking the i)Ower of the orthodox dlama court. He 
took a leading part in the famous Thursday evening discussions, and ultimately^ persuaded Akbar 
to declare himself the spiritual guide of his })eople. The promulgation of the new religion, the 
Din-i-IlahT, or Divine Faith, bJlowed. The Muhammadan prayers were abolished at court, and a 
new era was introduced Abul Fa/1 spent five years In tlie Deccan and showed himself a 
capable soldier and administrator. He was murdered by Bir Singh Deo, chief of Orchha (see 
C. 105, Plate XLc), on his return, at the instigation of Prince Salim (Jalningir), who justifies 
the act in his memoirs on the ground that Abul Fazl was an enemy of the Prophet. The date of 
the murder was 1002. Abul Fa/d was the author of the Adi. and the and 

he IS regarded as the greatest Indian master of Persian prose. The picture is almost certainly not 
one of Abul Fa/d. The sitting posture seems conclusive proof that the portrait is of some late 
celebrity, while the costume is comparatively modern, perhaps dating from the early 19th century.

Born 172^. Son of Alamgir II (see C. 207, Plate LYI. a). Had to fly for his life from 
Delhi in 17 5S to escape the clutches of Ghiizi-ud-din. On the death of his father in 1759, he was 
recognized as successor, but did not return to his capital till 1771. In the meantime, the govern- 
ment was in the capable hands of Najib-ud-daulah, who died in 17 70. The Emperor was eim-aged 
in the eastern provinces, and in 17t)5 ceded the Diwanship of Bengal, Behar and Orissa to the East 
India Company. Eor some years after that he kept a sorry court at Allahabad, and in 17 71 
returned to Delhi. He had with him a very efficient servant in Najaf Khan (see C. 214, Plate 
LXXI«), who conducted his affairs with considerable success until his death in 17 S2. The next 
twenty years vas the period of Tlaratha supremacy, broken oidy, when SindhiaY control was relaxed 
by the terrible episode of Glmlam QadiEs short-lived success. In 175/., he took possession of the 
palace. Enraged at the EmperoEs denial of the existence of any buried treasure, he blinded him 

vith his own dagger, but two months later was driven out by the (Marathas, and ])ut to death bv 
slow torture. In ISllS, the :\Iaratha power at Delhi was broken by the victories of Lord 
Lake (see C. 200, Plate LXXIV/gi, and the administration of Shah Alam’s territories passed to 
the British. He died in IbOG, and nas hurled at the shrine of Qiitb-ud-din at filahrauli.

In 1796, he entered the service of Sindhia just before the retirement of de Roigne, and saw a good 
deal i>f fighting, but was dismissed along with the other officers of Rritish descent on the outbreak of 
war with the Company in 1803. Took service under Lake on condition that he should not be 
emi»loyed against his old master, and was given the command of a bod}' of Perron^s horse, which liad 
come over after the battle of Delhi, Accompanied Lake in his pursuit of Holkar to the Beas in l8(i.7. 
At the close of the war, his corps was disbanded, but in 1809 he Avas again employed in the settlement 
of Hariana. For the Gurkha and Pindari wars (l8ll — 1817), the strength of his corps was raised to 
3,000 men. In 1826, he served Avith distinction at the siege and storming of Bharatpur, and in 18.31 
was summoned with his regiment to the meeting between Maharajah Ran jit Singh, of Lahore, and 
the (xOA'ernor-General (Lord M . Bentinck) at Rupar. In 1828, he had receiA'edthe rank of Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel in His Majesty's seiwice and had been made a C.B, He lived mostly at Hansi, which 
was the headquarters of his corps, but he had a fine house inside the Kashmir Gate at Delhi. He 
died at Hilnsi in December 1741, and his body Avas brouglit to Delhi to be buried in St. James' 
Church, Avhich he had built in fulfilment of a voav made when lying desperately wounded on the 
battle-field of Uniyara. It Avas said of his funeral that Jione of the Emperors was ever brought into 
Delhi in such state as Sikandar Saliib." The present representatNes of his corps are tlie IsL 
D. y. 0. Lancers (Skinner^s Horse) and the 3rJ Skinner's Horse.

Appointed Resident at Delhi in 1>0:3. Victor in the Gurkha campaign of 1^11—1816. Re- 
sident at Delhi again in lS2:2. His action in regard to Bharatpur disapproved by Lord Amherst^ 
who superseded liim in favour of iMi'tcalfe in 18:25. Died^ heait-broken at his supersession^ In July 
1^25. A groat figure in northern India.

C. -208. LOKD GOUGH (1779— ISUOj. 

Served in the Peninsula and China. Conimaiider-iii-Chief in India lS4-o — -IS-IO. IVas in 
command throughout the Sikh Mars. “ Said to have commanded in more general actions than any 
British officer in the century^ the Duke of Wellington excepted.'’'’ 

C. 2C5. SIR HENRY PANE (177S— 1840). 

Commander-in-Chief in India (1S35 — ls39). Objected strongly to the first Afghan war^ and 
re.signed his appointment. Died on the voyage home. 

C. 2.j6. GEORGE THOMAS. 

A Tipperary sailoig horn in 17.70 A.D. Landed at .Madras about 1781. After servin'*’- various 
chiefs in southern India^ in 1787 he came nortlg and took service with the Regain Samru (C. 217, 
Plate LXL<). He left her in 1792, and after six years of active service under A])])a Khandi Rfio, a 
Alaratha leader, in the country north and west of Delhi, lie concjuered Hariana and established 
himself as an independent chief at llfinsi. Pought with varying suecc.’'s against Jaipur, Bikanlr, 
Jind, Patiala and Udaipur, carried his arms as far as the Sutlej, and offered to conipier the whole of 
the Punjab for the British. His power excited the apprehensions of Perron, who held Delhi and the 
Doab as Sindhia’s lieutenant, and after some fruitless negotiations a strong bodv of Perron’s troons 
under Bourquin advanced into Thomas’ territory. After some initial sueecs.ses, Thomas ] dunged into 
along- debauch, and alloued himself to he surrounded. Many of his troops deserted him, and hi.s 
provisions failed, hut lie cut his way through the enemy at the head of oOO men, and made his 

escape to Himsi (see note on A. 2 ns, Plate XXIVe) where, after a gallant defence, he cajdtulateil 

in December Isdl. He died in the following August and was buried at Berhampore in Bengal. 

His memoirs were published after his death.

Itetunied to Delhi Avith him in 177p ami managed affairs a\ 1th sm-cess till his death in 
17S2. With him 2 )erlshed the last liope of the Mogliul Empire. He is buried near the tomb of 
Safdar Jang^ a fcAv miles south of Delhi. 

This painting oidy too unmistakably shows that, wltli the decline of the empire, the qua! it r of 
its art likewise suffered. There is a lack of tliat retlnement and delicacy about tlie later work rhich 
are the chief characteristics of the earlier paintings. The colours, too, are cruder^ ajid the ])ictures 
of this date are apt to be on the whole larger and evidently less labijriouslr executed.

C. *2G0. LORD LAKE (Viscount Lake of Delhi and Laswari). 

Born 1744«^ and entered the Guards at the age of 11, Served in Germanv_, America and 
Flanders^ and commanded the troops in Ireland during the early part of the rebellion of 179^^ vdiere 
he was a good deal criticized for over-severity and under-discipline. Came out to India ini SOI as 
Commander-in-Chlef^ and it was here that he made his name by his campaigns against the Marat has 
und their final overthrow in northern India. The campaign against Sindhla in 1803 was largely 
inspired by IVellesley^s desire to destroy ^^the French State erected by M. Perron on the banks (jf the 
Jamna.'^'' ^I. Perron was a French adventurer^ who had succeeded the great de Boigne in 
the command of Sindhians regular forces^ and held the Doab with his head-quarters at Aligarh^ 
practically as an independent chief ^ with an added prestige from his possession of the person of the 
Emperor^ Shah Alam (see note on C. 201b Plate XLIV^/), He was known to be in communi- 
cation with Buonaparte and "Wellesley determined to remove him. He gave himself up after his 
defeat at Aligarh, Bourquin assumed command^ but on the 11th September 1803^ he was defeated 
by Lake at the battle of Delhq which was fought on the plain opposite HumayuiFs tomb. The 
•crowning victory was at Laswari on the 1st November. After peace had been made with Sindhia 
Holkar^ the Maratha Chief of Indore declared war^ and was joined by the chief of Bharatpur. 
Lake stormed Digj but failed in four assaults on Bliaratpur. The Eaja^ however^, sued for terms 
rather than risk another attack. Ilolkar made a wild dash for the Punjab in the hope of aid from 
Ran jit Singhj but was brought to terms on the banks of the Beas. Lake received a peera^»'e in 
ISO-I, and died in ISOS. 
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
